the German Constitution. A brief examina- 
tion of the German oharters and of the nature 
of their origin throws considerable light on 
the scope of the Emperor s policy in regard to 
constitutional affairs. 

THE PRUSSIAN COFRSTITUTION. 

The Prussian Constitution: dates from the 
revolution of 1848. King Frederick William 
IV., after much hesitation and trifling with 
the popular movement, called a national as- 
sembly to discuss a gonstitution. The assem- 
bly proved itself anything but docile and ro- 
jected the draft laid before it by the Ministry 
whereupon the King, of hisown act, granted 
the Oonstitution which still subsists. 
This document lays down abstract 
principles—among others, that all Prus- 
sians are equal before the laws; that 
the freedom of the person is guaranteed, and 
that the home.is inviolable; but ft could 
hardly be said to contain provisions for seour- 
ing these boons to the subject. The essential 
part of the charter is that which gives the 
King the executive power, the appointment of 
Ministers and the command of the army, while 
he shares with the Chambers the right of 
legislation over which he has a veto. The 
theory of this constitution was that the King, 
out ot the plénitade of his authority, could 
yield to the Chambers and the people just so 
much authority as the letters of the charter 
described. The interpretation put on the 
constitution by King William I. in the early 
years of his reign enabled bim to govern 
according to bis own views irrespective of the 
| protest of Parliament. The conservative 
party, of which Bismarck in the years that

It would be simply impossible 
to get at her, and she would overrun the 
whole of Asia Minor. This point of van- 
tage would also make Russia the real arbiter 
ofthe Balkan States fromthe Aigean Sea to 
the Adriatic, and Austria would find her posi- 
tions south of the Danube untenable. As re- 
gards Austria it isnot believed that she will 
ever passively accept, even atthe price of 
Salonica, Russia’s occupation of Constanti- 
nople, except afteran overwhelming defeat. 
Constantinople can never be anything but a 
capital. If Russia ever gets it St. Petersburg 
and Moscow will become provincial cities. In 
other words, Russia can only make herself 
mistress of Constantinople by ceasing to be 


Russia. 
FERDINAND’S SUCCESSOR. 

The report thatthe Orown Prince of Den- 
mark willbe the successor of Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria is not credited in quarters of 
the highest. There is said to be three ob- 
stacles: That be is a member ofa reigning 
house; that he will not, nor will his 
children, embrace the orthodox faith, and 
that his brother is King of the Hallenes. The 
Greeks have accepted a Lutheran sovereign 
on condition that his children are brought up 
in the National Chureh, and this has been 
easy, as he married a daughter of the Grand 
Duke Constantine, Lord High Admiral of the 
Russian navy. Prince Waldemar is married 
to an Orleans Princess, whose family could 
not consent to such an infraction of Roman 
Catholic tenets. Moreover between Greece 
and Bulgaria the political sentiments are not 
such as would make King George desire that 
his brother should be his reigning neighbor at 
Sofia. If the ambition of the Buigarians is 
fulfilled that of the Greeks must be abazn- 
doned.

of a negress named Jackson. Investi- 
gation established the fact that the 


mother of the child was Miss Susie 
Dunning, an heiress worth $18,000 in her own 
right, and that its father was the son of the 
old negress with whom the child had been 
left. These disclosures led to the elopement 
of Miss (Dunning and her black lover, 
Green Jackson. They also went to Spring- 
field, O., where the elder sister, Maggie, was 
living with Peacock. The discovery of her 
whereabouts was brought about by the secret 
return of Peacock, who was found lurking 
about Mrs. Dunning’s house for the purpose, 
as the police believed, of putting her out of 
the way, so thatthetwo erring daughters 
might secure their legacies. Peacock was 
given twenty-four hours in which to leave the 
State. He returned to Springfield. 


Mrs. Donning then declared her purpose of 
leaving the country with her other daughter, 
Matilda, who had not yet di herself, 
and settle all the * upon her.

Thirty-Seven Men Exeented for 
the Crime of Murder. 


ghe First Hanging in This Oity—Four No- 
groes Who Died Together—The Famous 
Chariess Murder—An Italian Vendetta 
and Its Censequente—A Horrible Scene 
at the Old Jail—Double, Triple and Quad- 
ruple Hangings—Capital Crimes of Old 
and New St. Louls—Some Sensational 


Cases. 


INCE the double execu- 
tion of Friday last, the 
curiosity of many has 
been aroused as to the 
history of former bang- 
ings, and the officers of 
the law have been be- 
sieged with inquiries 


of those who have ex- 
plated their crimes on 
the scaffold, and the 
offenses for which they 
f suffered the death pen- 
alty. An investigation of the records de- 
veloped the fact that since the year 1809, when 
the first death sentence was carried into 
effect, chirty- ve men have died by the bands 
of the Sheriff before the execution of Maxwell 
and Landgraff. This list includes the perpe- 
trators of many murders famous in their day, 
, and proves that the law, as administered in 

St. Louls, bas both a long arm and a long 
memory. The history is full of interest from 
a criminal standpoint. x} 

THE LAW'S FIRST VICTIM. 

St. Louis had been in existence forty-five 
years before finding it necessary to inflict the 
‘ceath penalty. But on September 16, 1800, 


John Long, Jr., was hanged for the murder of 


his step-father, George Gordon. The Rilling 
occurred in Bonhomme township. Hiding in 
ambush, Long awaited the approach of Gor- 
don, and when the favorable opportunity ar- 
rived, rose from his place of concealment and 
sent a rifle ball through the heart of his vie- 


tim. The murderer was convicted before the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, composed 
E J. C. Lucas presiding, and 
Silas Bent and Auguste Chouteau, 


associate Judges. In moving for a new trial, 
Long's attorneys proved that one of the jurors 
could neithér speak nor understand the En- 
gish language, but this did not avail their 
client, for he mounted the scaffold just one 
month after the commissiom of his crime, 
and thus secured the doubtful honor of being 
the first man ever hanged in this city. 

On May 20, 1827, Hugh King was executed for 
the murder of Martin Green. The particulars 
both of the crime and its expiation are in- 
volved in an obscurity which a diligent search 
has falled to dispel. 

A QUADRUPLE EXECUTION. 

Four negroes named respectively Madison 
alias Blancha:d, Chas. Brown, James Seward 
and Alfred Warrick were hanged on July o, 
1841, for the double murder of Jesse Baker and 
Jacob Weaver. Baker slept in a etore on 
the corner of Pine and Commercial streets, 
andon the fatal night was murdered in his 
bed while his assassins were engaged in 
burglarizing the premises. Just as they were 
preparing to make their exit with the plunder, 
Weaver unwarily stepped into the store only 
to meet the fate of his companion, Baker. To 
conceal their crimethey then set fire to the 
premises and the body of Baker was bushed 
toacinder. The murderers fled from the city 
and would possibly have escaped arrest had 
they not been betrayed by a trusted friend. 
After some delay they were captured, brought 
back to St. Louis and hanged on a sand bar 
near the Arsenal. 

On July 4, 1850, James Gallagher committed 
un outrage upon Mary Crosby, who for de 
fending her honor was pitilessly strangled to 
death by her fiendish assailant. Retributive 
justice avenged this atrocity by strangling 
Gallagher on the 18thof the following De- 
vember. 

On March 1, 1850, John Thomas stabbed 
Michael Stephens in the eye and chéek and 
then finished his victim with a clab, and on 
February 14, 1861, Thomas paid the penalty on 
the gallows. ; . 

THE LAMB AND CHARLESS MURDERS.

A WIFE MURDERER’S END. 

Matthew Lewis, colored, was hanged March 
14, 1884, for the murder of his wife, Mary Ann 
Lewis, on October 13, 1876. He made his 
escape from the city Immediately after the 
homicide and went to Washington, Mo., fi 
miles from St. Louis, where he resided under 
the assumed name ot Charley Jordan until he 
was arrested th on September 18, 1877, by 
Officer Mickey Bree. He had four trials, each 
of which resulted in a conviction of murder in 
the first degree. The first two verdicts were 
set aside by the Supreme Court, the third 
was set aside by Judge Laughlin on the 
ground of the arrest of certain witnesses for 


the defense after leaving the stand, 
and the last was by the Supreme 
Court. The prisoner always maintained 


his innocence, though declining to avail him- 
selt of the opportunity to tes in his own 
behalf. The defense was an alibi, and many 
witnesses of excellent character in 1 
ton testifled that he was in that place and in 
their sight at the very time ne was charged to 
have committed the murder. But two days 
before the execution, after Governor had 
sitively refused to interfere, Lewis ac-

Daniel Jewell, colo was hanged April 15, 
1887, for the murder of his wife. She was 
quite a young girl, and he had gottenin the 
jabit of abusing her and accusing her of in- 
fidelity, on one occasion assaulting her with a 
knife and cutting ber clothes. She left him 
and wen to live with her mother. On the day 
of the honiicide he went to ber mother’s 
house where he found her, and began to beg 
her to return to him. She refused and he drew 
a revolver and shot her in the head. The de- 
fense was that she tried to take the pistol 
from his pocket and in his efforts to prevent 
her it was accidentally discharged. The bullet 
severed an artery in der neck and\she died 
— an aneurism nearly four months after - 
wards. 7 

Alfred Blunt, colored, was hanged June 24, 
1887, for the murder of his wife in Carondelet. 
She was a young woman and quite handsome 
and fond of seciety. He was very jealous of 
her and often threatened ber life, so that she 
left him and went to live elsewhere. On the 
morning of the murder she went back to the 
house to get some articies of clothing she had 
left there. Biunt was there and attacked her 
with a razor, nearly severing her head from 
her boay. As she ran screaming from the 
room he pursued her with a batchet and 
struck her several blows upon the head. His 
detense was that she had assaulted him with 
the razor and that he took itt from her and 
killed her in self-defense after disarming her. 
Blunt’s hanging was the last before that of 

Maxwell and Landgraf.
